“Nobody Drops In,’ Presi- 
dent Complains to Wash- 
ington Newspaper Men.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—President 
Taft stood before 150 newspaper corre- 
spondents vesterday afternoon: at the 
Press Club by appointment and told of 

his experiences. 
The President appeared incognito in 


-{ often-worn trousers and waistcoat: over 


the waistcoat a sweater (opened that 
he might put his hand in his pocket) 
and a sack coat over all; no top coat. 
He had started for an automobile ride. 

“I jhave to apologize for appearing 
before you in a garb that I have found 
convenient to wear 
when walking 
through the streets 
ote Washington,” 
he said. “There 
are, I suppose, 
some limitations 
upon presidential 
pedestrianism, but 
{ have not found 
them as yet, ex- 
cept in tired mus- 
cles. It is a very 
great pleasure to 
pme to walk along 
the street, look 
into the windows 
and pass by a 
great many people 
who don’t know 
who I am and at 
times to meet 
a fellow who looks 
at me and then 
‘passes on without any further curiosity, 
and another fellow who looks twice, 
nudges his friend and then, with that 
degree of reverence that we all feel for 
nigh officials, says, ‘Hello, Taft!’ 


Isolation in White House. 

“But there is in 
the White House 
a sense of isola- 
tion due to the 
fact that, general- 
ly, nobody drops 
in. BWvery boay 
comes by engage- 
ment and you 
don’t have. that 
pleasant surprise 
that comes from 
having neighbors 
look in on you at 
odd times and 
with a feeling 
that they have a 
right to come. 

“I don't know 
that that feature 
of the White 
House life can be 
changed.

and, viewed from that standpoint, I have 
not had any work in the White House, 
except occasionally when I have dictated 
messages. 


‘Shaking Hands a Preliminary. 

Shaking hands and talking with people 
has seemed to me to be always a prelim- 
inary until I could get to work, and I 
suppose I shall never settle down to a 
philosophical consideration of what is 
labor in the White House until I realize 
that three or four hours is taken up 
each morning in discussing—not the 
qualifications of collectors and district 
attorney and other uppointees, but the 
claims of those who recommend that 
such gentlemen be appointed. 

“The truth is that executive work is 
work, not because of sustained mental 
effort, but it is work that arises from 
the consumption of nervous energy and 
vitality in the rubbing up against one’s 
‘fellow-man. ; | 

“That is work that you don’t have on 
the bench, and ft is a little difficult for 
one who has had. so long an experience 
as I have had to realize that it is work, 
and who does not feél it until he gets 
to bed or until he finds himself in some 
Way or other exhausted, without any

Then more letters from Mrs. Ford to 
Cooke was introduced. One dated Feb. 
5, 1908, said: 

‘Saw Mr. W. today for the first time 
since I struck Cincy. Got some money 
from him to pay my hotel bill and for 
your birthday, but not enough to spare 
you a ten-spot besides.’ 

Letters were also introduced to show 
Mrs. Ford’s jealousy of Cooke's wife. 
In them she referred to Mrs. Cooke in 
uncomplimentary terms and accused 
her of interfering with the writer's af- 
fairs.

This report had gained such 
wide circulation that it_could not be 
stopped.

I had no way to prove it except by the 
men who were traveling with me, and 
the cops would not take their word. It 
was said that I “‘raved like a bull” at 
what I call the “outrage.’’ Finally I 
bethought myself of a scheme. 

“Chief,’’ I said to the officer, ‘if you 
or anybody in this town have any 
doubts as to my identity I tell you what 
1,1 do. You just send any man in this 
house on the stage, -and if he faces: me 
five ‘minutes I'll give him $1000. There 
is but one sullivan, and I’m the man.”

Threat of Special Message 
Makes Ways and Means~ 
Committee Act. 


By wee From the Washington Bu- 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The President 
has again “coerced” Congress, but in 
this instance he believes that it is a -ben- 
evolent coercion. He is satisfied that he 
will not be compelled to send a special 
message to Congress on the increased 
cost of living, as the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House, the most pow- 
erful and effective agency in Congress, 
has decided unanimously to take up the 
question thoroughly. : 

When the increased cost of living be- 
came acute in, the public mind and the 
public prints, the President began a sys- 
tematic search for information. He told 
visitors from the House and Senate that 
he regarded it as the paramount ques- 
tion at this time. He suggested, inform- 
ally, that an inquiry be made. A series 
of resolutions were introduced, but. noth- 
ing came of them except talk. 

Then the President said he was sorry, 
as he wished to give Congress the credit 
for starting the inquiry, as a congres- 
sional election was coming on, but that 
unless they got busy at once he would 
have to send in a special message, 
switching the credit to the White House 
It was pointed out to the President 
that the inquiry “would involve the ef- 
fect of the tariff on prices, but the 
President told his advisers to go ahead 
or get ouf of the way. 

Great interest in placing before the 
public the reasons for the advance in 
the price of foodstuffs is taken by the 
Republicans. They are anxious to prove 
jto the public that the big advance in 
prices comes after the tariff has been 
paid and to place the responsibility for 
the extortion where they think it be- 
longs, on the shoulders of the combina- 
tions of’ wholesalers, retailers and the 
middlemen. 

Unless immediate action of this sort be 
taken, the way is left open for endless 
tariff talk by the Democrats. The 
chance to blame the high cost of food on 
the tariff makes splendid campaign stuff 
for them. 


Would Admit Meats Free. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—Represent- 
ative Foelker f£Rep.) of New York, 
has introduced his bill placing beef, 
mutton, lamb, pork apd other meats 
on the free list of entry into this 
country for a perjod of one year from 
the enactment of the measure into 
law.
